WARNING 


A CRACKDOWN on dog owners who 
don't clean up after their pets could 
see fines issued to those falling foul of 
the law. 

New powers give Banbury Town Council 
staff the authority to hand out on-the-spot 
fines of up to £75 for littering and £50 for 
dog fouling. 

Five town council workers can issue fixed 
penalty notices and will be able to use 
cameras to gather evidence. 

Those who refuse the pay the fine could 
face court action and a maximum fine of

£4,000 for dog fouling and £10,000 for 
littering. It follows complaints about dog 
mess and litter on council-owned sports 
fields, parks, play areas and open spaces 
including the Hardwick Hill and Southam 
Road cemeteries. 

Banbury United Youth football club have 
five teams who use their pitches regularly. 

Chairman Dewain Clarke said: "There is a 
major problem. We had to have four carrier 
bags full of it taken off the pitches. It's pretty 
messy and there's a lot of it. 

"It's our eight- and nine-year-olds who 
suffered the most. 

"We are hoping these changes will make 
a difference. The council said they would 
look at the problem more closely. There are 
signs up telling people to clear their dog 
mess, which they haven't been doing." 

Council leader Kieron Mallon said: "Litter 
dropping and, in particular, dog fouling are 
anti-social crimes of the worst kind. 

"Serious illnesses can be contracted from 
dog faeces, especially where children are 
involved. Banbury Town Council is 
determined that its parks and playing fields 


will be clean and safe for all." 

Mr Mallon added: "The council is cracking 
down on anti-social behaviour for the benefit 
of responsible residents who want to use the 
facilities in total safety. 

"We will not hesitate to prosecute anyone 
who refuses to pay the fixed penalty notices. 

"Waste bins for litter and dog faeces are 
provided in all areas and they should be used 
- or people should take their waste home 
with them. 

"There really is no excuse for people not 
clearing up their mess."

A FOOTBALL club is to be 
saved from financial ruin after 
securing a multi-million-pound 
deal with a developer. 

Minotaur Clubs Partnership, which 
helps negotiate deals for 
organisations around the UK, has 
brokered a deal that will see part of 
Chipping Norton Football Club's 
ground sold to developers. 

In return, it will get a new 
clubhouse and an injection of cash 
that will help to secure the club's 
future. 

Part of the land sold will be used 
for a 228-home development next 
to the club, between Walterbush 
Road and Burford Road, with 40 
per cent of the homes being classed 
as "affordable". 

The remaining land for housing is 
being sold at Chadlington farm. 

Construction could start in six 
months. 

Kim Clarke, 67, who manages the 
football clubhouse with her 37- 
year-old daughter, Lisa Cozier, said: 
"It's the only thing for the club 
really. It's either that or we would 
have to close. 

"It's good because we are in such 
an old building and so many repairs 
need to be made. The cost of 
everything has gone up but our 
takings haven't." 

The club is funded entirely by bar 
takings, and Mrs Clarke and her 
daughter are both employed full¬ 
time. 

They will leave the club

temporarily when it closes in 
January and return to work when 
the new clubhouse is built. 

Minotaur will help with financial 
management. 

Football matches on the club's 
pitches will continue as normal. 

Michael Foster, of Minotaur Group 
of Companies, said in a statement: 
"Minotaur Clubs Partnership was 
introduced to Chipping Norton 
Football Club 12 months ago when 
the club was in severe financial 
difficulty and was about to enter 
into a deal with a local developer 
that would have certainly meant it 
shutting for good. 

"Minotaur stepped in at the 11th 
hour and renegotiated the whole 
deal to ensure the football club will 
now get a brand new, purpose-built, 
state-of-the-art football clubhouse 
and, very importantly as well, a big 
chunk of money to be injected into 
the football club entity." 

The new clubhouse will replace 
the current dated facility and will 
be built north-west of the football 
ground on a grassland site. It will 
have up to 40 car parking spaces. 

Mayor Mike Tysoe said the 
council approved of the scheme, 
which it was due to discuss at a 
planning meeting last night. 

Before the meeting, he said: 

"Some details still need to be sorted 
out but they are fairly small."

A MAN was killed in a crash in 
Banbury Road, Chipping

Thames Valley Police said 
the driver of the Mitsubishi 
Shogun was pronounced dead 
at the scene after being 
involved in a collision with a 
lorry at about 2.30pm.

Police spokeswoman Lucy 
Billen said the female 
passenger in the Shogun and 
the male driver of the lorry 
were taken to the John 
Radcliffe Hospital but could 
give no information about their 
injuries. 

Apprentice 
grant for 
contractor 

AN Oxfordshire contractor has 
been handed a £50,000 grant to 
lead an apprentice team - giving 
young people the chance to learn 
new skills. 

Building firm ABC (Oxford) 
Limited has been given the grant 
by Cherwell District Council to 
help train eight apprentices, aged 
1 6 to 23, and allow them to learn 
either brickwork or site carpentry 
on sites across Banbury and 
Bicester. 

The money will cover the 
apprentices' employment costs, 
including their salary, supervision, 
management and personal 
protective equipment. 

Seven of the team have already 
been recruited and spent their first 
week on a local building site. 

Cherwell's estates and economy 
chief, Norma Bolster, said: "This 
funding was all about being 
proactive in creating opportunities 
for young people to boost their 
employability." 

One of the apprentices is 1 7- 
year-old Robert Hill. He said: "I 
left school with no qualifications, 
so when the opportunity came up 
to be a part of this I couldn't 
believe it. 

"It's been an amazing first week 
on site and I've learned so much 
already than I would do in a 
classroom every day." 


Ofwat urges easing of county water bills 


WATER bills in Oxfordshire should 
be cut by five per cent, the regulator 
has said. This would see average 
bills fall by around £20 from £396 
to £376 from next year until 2020. 

Ofwat has told Thames Water to 


lower its prices, after the company 
asked Ofwat it could increase bills 
by three per cent next year. 

The firm will have the opportunity 
to appeal against the order, but said 
it had not yet decided if it would. 


Spokeswoman Sarah Sharpe said: 
"Thames Water has received the 
final determination on its business 
plan for the next five years. We will 
now be reviewing the report in 
detail."

Mainly based in 
and around Oxfordshire, 
the industry employs 
more than 50,000 people 
and contributes more 
than £5bn a year to the 
economy.

industry.

Praise for mental health police team 


A PROJECT where mental health 
workers go out on the beat with 
police is helping to take pressure off 
Oxfordshire's "low" bed numbers, a 
health director said. 

The clinical director of Oxford 
Health NHS Foundation Trust, Dr 
Rob Bale, said it was one of the 
benefits of the Oxfordshire Street 
Triage Pilot. 

It had already been reported that 
the pilot scheme had reduced the 
number of people with mental 
problems being sent to custody 
where no NHS facilities were 
available. Figures dropped from 85 
in 2013 to 25 this year. 

Those sent to an NHS "place of 
safety" also fell from 294 to 220 in 
the same time periods under the 
scheme, after two mental health 
professionals went out on patrol 
with police from 6pm to 2am each 


day. Praising the service, Dr Bale 
said: "Being sent to hospital can 
often be the most appropriate 
course of action, but for other 
people, being supported in their 
own home and being given the right 
inventions at home is a better 
intervention. 

"We have a low number of beds, 
so we need to maintain those 
effectively." 

The comment comes after Devon 
and Cornwall assistant chief 
constable Paul Netheron tweeted 


about the "unacceptable" placing of 
a 16-year-old girl with mental health 
problems in a police cell because of 
the lack of hospital beds. 

The county project was set up 
with £200,000 of funding from the 
Department of Health. The 
Oxfordshire Clinical Commissioning 
Group is set to fund it next year, Dr 
Bale said. 

Oxfordshire's Chief Inspector 
Yvette Hitch said the joint patrols 
"had allowed for greater knowledge 
and understanding". 


Rail delays after train breakdown 


A BROKEN down train between 
Banbury and Leamington Spa 
caused delays of up to 30 minutes 
on Friday. Passengers on Chiltern 


Railways experienced delays for 
about an hour until the train was 
cleared and normal services 
resumed. 
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Grenade included in police firearms amnesty success 


A GRENADE was among weapons 
handed in during a firearms and 
ammunition amnesty in Oxfordshire. 

Thames Valley Police said 255 
firearms were handed in across the 
force’s area, including 85 left at 
police stations in Abingdon, 

Banbury and Oxford. Officers also 
received 127 lots of ammunition. 

The amnesty ran from November 


24 to December 7 and gave people 
the chance to surrender firearms 
and ammunition without the fear of 
being prosecuted for having them 
without a licence. 

A pre-war training grenade was 
handed in at Abingdon police 
station and was dealt with by bomb 
disposal officers. 

Police said the weapons handed 


in would be forensically examined 
and information may be sent to 
National Ballistics Intelligence 
Service. 

Chief Inspector Lindsay James 
said: “We have been extremely 
pleased with the number of firearms 
and ammunition handed in and 
consider the surrender to have been 
a great success. I would like to 


thank the public for the excellent 
response. 

“Every weapon handed in is now 
one less that could have ended up 
in the wrong hands, making the 
Thames Valley a safer place to live.” 

Police spokeswoman Francine 
Rodrigues said the force could not 
speculate on why so many weapons 
had been turned in. 


■ Reading-aid charity to call on a host of celebrities and authors 

Festival in bid to boost 
children's love of books 


CELEBRITIES, footballers and authors will be 
called on to help encourage children to read at a 
literary festival in 2015. 

The North Oxfordshire-based charity Assisted Reading 
for Children (ARCh) wants to stage the Read with the 
Stars festival for children and families. 

The event - which organisers plan to host at the 
Kassam Stadium, Oxford, next year - aims to tackle low 
reading ability among children and excite them about 
books. 

ARCh development manager Elaine Adams said: 
"Planning is in its early stages, but it will be a large 
event. 

"The literacy festival will be an exciting celebration of 
the joy of reading and the work ARCh does to inspire 
children to read from an early age." 

Children's reading levels in the county have been 
raised as an issue previously. 

In November 2010, it was revealed that key stage one 
results in Oxford were the worst in the country, with 
almost a quarter failing to reach expected levels in 
reading. The Get Oxfordshire Reading Campaign was 
launched to combat that and saw volunteers go into 
schools to read with children. 

As a result, children taking part came on in leaps and 
bounds, raising their reading age by 13 months after 
only four months on the scheme. 

In October, the county council secured a £1m fund

from the Oxfordshire Schools Forum, led by 
headteachers from across the county. 

For the ARCh festival, organisers want to attract 
families who normally don't read together, by getting 
well-known faces to sit down and read with children or 
give talks. 

Oxfordshire author Philip Pullman said: "It sounds 
like a good idea. It is important for children because 
reading is a special, private part of enjoyment. It is 
something that doesn't need any devices or batteries, 


just a real source of satisfaction and enjoyment. I am 
very glad to see things like this happening." 

ARCh works in more than 100 primary schools in 
Oxfordshire and supports about 700 children each 
week. 

It provides one-to-one personalised reading support 
for six to 11-year-olds. 

Melinda Tilley, Oxfordshire County Council's cabinet 
member for education, said: "I am happy to support 
anyone encouraging reading and ARCh is very good. 

"We still have many children and adults who do not 
know how to read, so it is really important we have 
events like this." 
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New class for business awards

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County drops below UK average in Standard Assessment Test results 


Chief targets 


better results 


in exams 


PRIMARY school children 
have kept the county's test 
scores in Standard Assessment 
Tests, or SATs, steady - but 
Oxfordshire is no longer 
ahead of the national 
average. 

Government guidelines say 
11-year-olds should be achieving 
level four or above in each of the 
exams for reading, writing and 
maths. 

More than 6,400 pupils across 
Oxfordshire sat the exams in the 
summer, with 78 per cent hitting 
the benchmark for all three 
exams. This was in line with last 
year's results but one percentage 
point below the national average. 

Oxfordshire County Council's 
cabinet member for education, 
Melinda Tilley, said: "I am

pleased the national average has 
gone up. That's wonderful for 
those children, but Oxfordshire 
should be above it. We need to 
get our act together and do 
something about it, and we will 
do that." 

At Bicester's Bure Park Primary 
School, the percentage of pupils 
meeting the benchmark fell from 
91 to 85 per cent. 

Headteacher Rob Pearson 
said: "Test results vary every year, 
depending on the cohort of 
pupils. We're encouraged by the 
progress the children are making 
from key stage one to key stage 
two. It's really, really high." 

The national average increased 
three percentage points from

76 to 79 per cent. Mrs Tilley 
added: "What we will do now is 
talk to our schools about what 
we can do to improve and how 
we can share good practices 
between schools. I don't think 
throwing money at the problem 
will do much good. 

"It's about school leadership 
and parents being more involved 
and more aware of what their 
children can achieve. 

"We know exactly which 
schools are causing concern. We 
sent officers in. We need to 
move quickly on this."

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■ Anger as councillors opt for 19 per cent rise in their allowances 

Pay rise vote comes day 


after £20m cuts 



OXFORDSHIRE county 
councillors have agreed they 
should get a 19 per cent increase 
in their basic allowances - just a 
day after warning of a further 
£20m cuts in council services. 

Last year the county council 
outlined cuts of £64m, then on 
Monday of last week it outlined a 
further £20m cuts package as demand 
for adult social care and children's 
services increases. 

The following day at a 
County Hall meeting, the 
majority of 61 
councillors in 
attendance agreed to 
back 

recommendations of 
an independent 
remuneration panel. 

Thirty-eight voted 
in favour, 20 
against and there 
were three 
abstentions. 

It comes after

Joanna Simons last month described 
the council's finanical situation as 
"very serious" and announced a 
recruitment freeze in an attempt to 
tackle the issue. 

She sent a letter to all county 
council staff asking for suggestions on 
how to plug an £11 m shortfall the 
council had identified. 

County councillor Nick Hards, who 
voted against the rise, told the 
meeting: "I think it would be foolish to 
vote for such a large increase in 
allowances. 

"How can we look the public in the 
face when we are about to make vast 
cuts in social care?" 

But county council leader Ian 
Hudspeth said: "Councillors' 
allowances are always an issue, and 
always very sensitive, even during the 
economic boom times of 2001 to 
2008." 

Mr Hudspeth, who voted yes, said: 
"At 54 I do not consider myself to be a 
young member of the council, but why 


are we not attracting younger 
councillors? They have their jobs to do 
and if someone has to give up a day's 
pay to come into the council then that 
will be a dispute for them." 

Oxfordshire County Council said 
that it had the second lowest 
allowances of local authorities in the 
whole of Southern England. 

Before the meeting, five North 
Oxfordshire Conservative county 
councillors said they would refuse to 
pocket any increase in their 
allowances. 

They were: Kieron Mai Ion, Lawrie 
Stratford, Arash Fatemian, Michael 
Waine and George Reynolds. 

Oxford Federation of Community 
Associations secretary Dorian Hancock 
said: "How can Ian Hudspeth sleep at 
night in the knowledge of all the cuts 
he has to make but at the same time 
award fellow councillors a pay rise? 

"Communities are losing money and 
if you look at where the cuts are made 
they are hitting those who need it the 
most. 

"This increase in allowance seems 
to me to be wrong."

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Grand Hobbit finale fails 
to finish with a flourish 


THE Hobbit: The Battle of the Five 
Armies (12A, 144 mins) 
Action/Adventure/Romance/Comedy 
Martin Freeman, Ian McKellen, 
Richard Armitage, Luke Evans, 
Evangeline Lilly, Orlando Bloom, 
Aidan Turner, Ken Stott, James 
Nesbitt, Ryan Gage, Benedict 
Cumberbatch, Cate Blanchett, 
Christopher Lee, Stephen Fry, Billy 
Connolly, Lee Pace.

A lmost 13 years to the day 
since director Peter Jackson 
first transported us to Middle 
Earth, the Oscar-winning New 
Zealand film-maker completes his 
tour of duty of JRR Tolkien's novels. 

It has been a long and sometimes 
gruelling slog since The Lord Of 
The Rings: The Return Of The King. 

Giddy expectation has crashed 
and burned, with only a few 
smoldering embers for ardent fans 
to stoke in the hope that Jackson 
might redeem himself with this 
concluding chapter of The Hobbit 
trilogy. 

Alas, The Battle Of Five Armies 
bids farewell to the hobbits, dwarfs 
and elves with a whimper rather 
than a bang. 

The script occasionally deviates 
from Tolkien's source text, 
contriving one superfluous and 
protracted interlude with elvish 
allies Elrond (Hugo Weaving) and 
Galadriel (Cate Blanchett) and 
wizard Saruman (Christopher Lee) 
to provide a flimsy bridge between 
the two series. 

Jackson's mastery of action 
sequences is beyond doubt - the 
two set pieces, which bookend this 
film, are executed with flair, 
precision and a miasma of 


impressive digital effects. 

However, all that technical sound 
and fury without comparable 
emotional heft makes for 
increasingly wearisome viewing. 

We should be thankful this 
concluding jaunt is the shortest of 
the six: a mere 144 minutes. 

The company of dwarves led by 
Thorin Oakenshield (Richard 
Armitage) including Bilbo Baggins 
(Martin Freeman) watches in horror 
as the mighty dragon Smaug (voiced 
by Benedict Cumberbatch) 
incinerates Laketown. 

As the flames rise, Bard the 
Bowman (Luke Evans) prepares to 
launch the last remaining black 
arrow at the beast. 

His children seek cover with elf 
warrior Tauriel (Evangeline Lilly) 
and badly injured dwarf Kili (Aidan 
Turner). 

Nearby, the Master of Laketown 
(Stephen Fry) and snivelling 
henchman Alfrid (Ryan Gage) make 
their escape in a barge laden with 
gold. 

At Dol Guldur, Gandalf (Sir Ian 
McKellen) escapes from the 
clutches of the Necromancer 
(Cumberbatch again) and beats a 
hasty path to the mountains, where 
various tribes will converge. 

"You must summon our friends, 
bird and beast - the battle for the 
mountain is about to begin!" 
bellows the wise wizard. 

As the fate of Middle Earth hangs 
in the balance, Thorin sacrifices 
everything in his selfish pursuit of 
the mythical Arkenstone. 

The Hobbit: The Battle Of Five 
Armies follows a similar template to 
earlier pictures, resolving plot 
strands including the forbidden 
romance of Tauriel and Kili as the

blood flows in brutal fight 
sequences. 

Comical interludes with Alfrid 
seem to jar with the darker tone 
that pervades this chapter, including 
the inevitable loss of at least one 
hero in the melee. 

Freeman's performance provides 
a flimsy emotional fulcrum while 
co-stars battle with their characters' 
demons or hordes of bloodthirsty 
ores. 

As the end credits roll, 
accompanied by an original song 
from Billy Boyd, who played Pippin 
in The Lord Of The Rings saga, we 
feel a sense of relief rather than 
sadness.
